than 2 to 1. 


The Alien Bills 


Consider now the several bills 


which have been introduced to 
deal with aliens and which have 
received more than ordinary at- 
tention since American 
Com- 


munists began to capitalize unem- 
ployment with public demonstra- 
tions. 


The House bill for compulsory 


registration of aliens has been In- 
troduced by Congressman 
of Louisiana. There is a Senate 
bill with the same purpose, spon- 
sored by Blease ol' South Caro- 
lina. And Senator Tom Heflin of 
Alabama, fighting with his back 
to the wall "to retain his seat, and 
grasping at every chance to at- 
tract support at home, has a reso- 
lution for a census o£ all aliens 
and immediate deportation for all 
of them who came in illegally. 
The only milder bill dealing with 
aliens, proposing voluntary regis- 
tration', was introduced by Con- 
gressman Cabls—of Ohio. 


These alien bills will find sup- 


port elsewhere than in the south, 
but elsewhere they will also en- 
counter heavy opposition. 
The 


point is that members from south- 
ern states can afford to introduce 
them; they have no foreign bora 
constituents who might take re- 
venge.
